Several failures recently reported in
New York makes It pertinent to inquire
whether a great many commercial mis-

haps are not theresult of extravagance
and speculation as much as the effect cf
business mismanagement. The mem-
bers of great firms deem it indispensable
to their reputation to live In tbe meet
expensive manner. There are many
houses in New York each partner of
whieh is provided with a distinct estab-
lishment, including an elegant bouse, a
Iriisiness carriage and a private turnout.
The profiU are so nearly consumed to
keep up this display that little is left to
the firm wherewith to provide a margin
for bad debts and like contingencies of
trade. Again, when the firm is more
thrifty and gathers s surplus, the tempt-
ation to put it out at me extravagant
rates of interest which occasion ally pre
vail in Wall stteet is unooBquerabie.J
This meney is generally loaned to some
friends on stoek collateral, whose euc--
ees frequently induces them to try
venture on their own account. Their
legitimate busioue is soon lost sight of
in the excitement of stoek llactueaionr,
